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Getting Started 

The first time you play Sega Tour¬ 
ing Car Championship, you are 
asked to set the current time and 
your location, so that your Saturn 
is correctly calibrated for the SIC 
Global Rankings (see pages 26- 

SI). 


First you are asked to correct the 
internal clock if necessary. Next, 
a world map appears. Press the 
D-Pad LEFT or RIGHT to highlight 
your international time zone, and 
press Start to select it.
